take supreme command of the troops 
operating in Oriente. 

Government Sflent. 

The government professes ignorance 
of the destruction by insurgents of the 
railways between San Luis and Guan- 
tanamo and the latter place and Po- 
queron, on Guantanamo bay. It also 
says nothing is known of the wires on 
these roads having been cut, but ad- 
inits there is some interruption in tel-- 
graphic communication. Tonight it 
was impossible to communicate with 
the American naval station at Guan- 
tanamo from Havana.

Grand Jury Also Holds for 
Trial by Court George

The identities of the women who 
have been persistently mentioned in 
connection with the theft og $30,000 
worth of diamonds from.trunks of Sol 
Gilsey, salesman for S. & I. Gilsey, of 
Cincinnati, were revealeq yesterday 
when the grand jury returned indict- 
ments against Mrs. Ida Wren, the 
mother of George Wren, one of the 
men held for the robbery, and Mrs. 
Mary Morris, of 87 Cain street, an 
aunt. The accused were arrested and 
afterwards released on bonds of $500. 

The detectives who gave evidence 
before th¢e grand jury say that the 
women knew of the robbery on the 
morning of April 18, the day follow- 


ing the night when George Kaul, the

Two Hundred and Fifty Thou- 
sand Dollars Goes to Pea- 
body College for Establish- 
ment of School of Country 
Life. 


New York, May 24.—Nearly $1,000,000 
was contributed to the cause of educa- 
tion by the general education board 
founded by John D. Rockefeller, at its 
meeting her today. Of this sum, $700,. 
000 wag appropriated for distribution 
among five colleges, the largest contri- 
bution, of $250,000, going to the George 
Peabody college for teachers, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., for the establishment of 
the Seaman A. Knapp school of country 
life. 

It is explained that the gifts to the 
colleges are all conditional upon an 
equal sum veiling raisea by the réspec- 
tive institutions. 

The sum of $210,000 was set aside 
for demostration work in agriculture 
in the southern states, for professors 
of secondary education in state uni- 
versities of the south, and to aid the 
work of negro education in the south. 
The demontration work appropriation 
is $133,000.

Camden, N. J.,May 24.—"“We are go- 
ing to beat the politicians right out in 
New Jersey next Tuesday,” said Colo- 
nel Roosevelt at the close of his sec- 
ond day’s campaign in this state. 
“When we got through with them in 
Pennsylvania there wasn’t enough left 
of them to put into a coal scuttle. It 
wil] be about the same thing here.” 

Colonel Roosevelt made a swing 
through New Jersey today, and the 
crowds which turned out to hear him 
were large and enthusiastic. In some 
places the combined efforts of police- 
men and firemen were of no avai] in 
keeping them back. The people 
swarmed about him, cheering and 
struggling to get close enough to 
shake hands with him. At times the 
colonel was obliged to pitch in with 
both arms to fight his way out.

In Camden, where he 
spoke tonight, he replied to a state- 
ment which Mr, Taft was reported to 
have made.

Mr. McKinley declared it was bee 
coming apparent that Colonel] Roose- 
velt “and his followers will resort to 
every known meang to terrorize the 
Chicago conventtéon.” 

“That the’ time has come wien the 
moral stamina of leaders of the re- 
pubplican party is to be tested as it has

his close associates declared the 
Roosevelt committee gave no approval 
to the stories that the national com- 
mittee was controlled against their 
candidate. 

Ne Compromise Candidate. 

Mr. McKinley’s statement was fol- 
lowed by another from the Taft bureau 
in which it was asserted that tele- 
grams circulated by the Roosevelt 
headquarters tending t6é show that the 
Taft supporters were considering a 
compromise candidate were without 
foundation. 

“First, last and all the time,” said 
this statement. “President Taft is in 
the present fight toestay and his 
friends wi]l stay with him until he is 
renominated and re-elected.” 

‘The statement by Manager McKinley 
was most open and direct. 

“It must be expected that those na- 
tional committeemen whose consciences 
rray force them to disagree with Mr. 
Roosevelt will be openly denounced 
by him,” said Mr. McKinley, “and the 
whole committee will be misrepresent- 
ed and vyillified collectively and indi- 
vidually, by Mr. Roosevelt, exactly as 
he has misrepresented and denounced 
those who have hitherto disagreed 
with him during his public career.

The thing to do is to stop flirting with death with the greatest 
speed compatible with thoroughness. ‘The board of health 1s al- 
ready fully cognizant of its responsibility. The finance committee 
displays symptoms of awakening to its responsibility. 

Between the two, with unremitting reminders from a united 
local press, the people of Atlanta have reason to hope that this 
exasperating problem will be solved in the near future.

CONFIDENCE IN STATE SAVINGS BANKS. 


A dispatch, published elsewhere, from our Washington cor- 
respondent, emphasizes editorial comment made by The Constitu- 
tion a few days ago on the manner in which the evolution of the 
postal savings banks in Atlanta and Georgia show confidence in our 
local savings banks and the savings departments of the state and 
the national banks. 

The records of the postoffice department indicate that sums 
totaling only about $30,000 are deposited in the postal savings 
banks of the entire state. It is probable that, in proportion to pop- 
ulation, these deposits are smaller than in any other states where a 
similar number of government savings banks have been established. 

As The Constitution has already pointed, there are three ex- 
planations for this phenomenon: First, the absolute confidence of 
Georgians in the soundness of the state’s banking, both state and 
national; second, the superior rate of interest paid locally, which 1s 
four per cent, against the government’s two per cent; third, the 
relative scarcity of the element which distrusts financial institutions 
of any nature, save those directly conducted by the government— 
and here in Atlanta even the foreign element prefers the local 
banks’ four per cent to the government’s two. 

The development establishes that Georgians regard the savings 
banks and departments maintained by their own financiers as hav- 
ing the solidity of a government-backed institution. No higher 
tribute could be paid the officers and directorates of the Georgia 
banks, and the manner in which they discharge the trust reposed 


in them by the people.

C., through Stephens, 
Habersham, Hall, Gwinnett and Banks counties in Georgia and con- 
necting finally with the Peachtree road into Atlanta; the other, 
traversing the Georgia mountain towns of Demorest, Clarkesville, 
Turnerville, Tallulah Falls, Clayton and Rabun Gap, from thence 
getting in touch with the North Carolina highway running a broad 
boulevard on by Highlands and Lake Toxaway, down the pictur- 
esque French Broad river to Asheville and from thence by the 
national highway to New York. 

The president of the association is William Eberhart, the vice 
president is John Martin, the secretary and treasurer is W. S. Er- 
win. Identified with the twin enterprises are many of the most 
prominent business men and representative citizens of that portion 
of Georgia—individuals with a reputation for “doing things,” once 
they have committed themselves to the consummation of a specific 
undertaking.

Of hardly less importance than decent remuneration for teach- 
ers, and prompt payment of it, is such co-operation on part of the 
rural parent as will keep the child in school as long as the term shall 
run. As we have previously commented, it is a common, and de- 
plorable practice, in the southern states for farmers to let their chil- 
dren go to. school during the winter months, but to place them 
straightway in the fields, as soon as the open season arrived. 

We do not underestimate the problems of the farmer as to Ja- 
bor, the scarcity of that commodity and the difficulty of making a 
crop. But self-sacrifice is the first duty of parenthood. And it) 
simply is not being discharged when the child is given a haphazard, 
intermittent education by being permitted to get ahalf-start in his 
or her studies, and then taken out of the schoolroom to chop 
cotton or get the grass out of the fields. 

The pity of the thing is that the child thus treated is placed at 
an injurious and unjust handicap as against the child of the parent 
who, more sagaciously, practices denial, and lets him finish out the 


term. If we were building only for today, the fluctuation between

GEORGIA SAVINGS BANKS VIEWED 
SOUND AS GOVERNMENT BANKS 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 24.—(Special.)—~— 
The records of the postoffice depart- 
ment show that the total amount of 
deposits in the postal savings banks 
established in Georgia amount to only 
about $20,000, which is perhaps a 
smaller percentage in proportion to 
population than in any of the larger 
states of the union. 

The comparatively smal] patronge of 
postal deposits is accqunted for first 
by the small proportion of foreign 
population in Georgia, and next by the 
confidence of the people in the bank- 
ing institutions of the state, which pay 
Savings dep»sitors 4 per cent interes, 
against the 2 per cent allowed by the 


a 


fovernment on posta] deposits. The 
average Georgia depositor evidently 
prefers to earn 4 per cent instead of 
2 per cent on his money. 

As a general thing, a large per- 
centage of the postal deposits in the 
more populous centers of the country 
come from the foreign population. 
They are not acquainted with the per- 
sonnel of the management of banking 
institutions, and they prefer to take 
2 per cent on the government guaran- 
tee rather than to get a larger inter- 
est from the banks.

TENDED NEGROES 


Red Cross Nurses in Flood 
Districts Were Inspiring, 


Suffering Greatly Diminishes 
and Red Cross Quits Fields 
Work in Mississippi Valley. 
Army Relief Corps Will Sta 
Two Weeks. , 


New Orleans, May 24.—With the de- 
Parture from New Orleans today of 
Major S. P. Morris, the fleld work of 
the American Red Cross in the Mis- 
sissippi valley in connection with the 
relief of flood sufferers is practically 
closed. The large relief corps of the 
United States army will remain in the 
flooded’ territory for at least another 
two weeks and by June 15 it is be- 
lieved the major part of the 175,000 
refugees will be able to return to their 


homes. 

The remaining $350,000 of the con- 
gressional appropriation of approxi- 
mately a million and a quarter prob- 
ably will be expended in a final weekly 
subsistence disburBement by the army 
corps on June 10, after which the 
work of feeding and caring for the 
refugees will be given over to local 
relief committees. The New Orleans 
committee has a balance of $18,000 cash 
and four carloads of clothing on hand 
and the committee at Baton Rouge has 
approximately $25,000. 

While the task of closing the relief 
work will be arduous and require con- 
siderable money and supplies, generous 
contributions from outside cities are 
coming almost daily, and it is not ex- 
pected that there will be any great 
suffering among the flood victims, 

High Tribute Paid Giris. 

Major Morris, who has represented 
the Red Cross in all of the stricken 
districts from Hickman, Ky., south to 
the gulf, paid high tribute today to 
@he work of the army corps and citi- 
zens generally, adding that the sani- 
tary conditions of the.refugee camps 
may be rewarded as vf a higher order 
than under normal conditions. 

“There were many inspiring sights 
in the refugee camps,” said Major Mor- 
ris, “but none more impressive than 
the Kindly acts of the volunteer Red 
Cross nurses in their daily ministration 
among negro victimes of the flood. The 
nurses are from the best Louisiana and 
Mississippi families, and accustomed 
to being waited upon by negroes, and 
Save every possible attention and kind- 
ly care to the wnfortunate thousands 
of blacks, 

“It was notan uncomon sight tosee 
these noble women fitting shoes and 
clothing on negro children, and in a 
thousand other ways helping to relieve 
the wants and sufferings of the refu- 
gees.”

WORTHY IMMIGRANTS 
TO GET FREE FARMS 


New York, May 24.-—The American 
Immigration League announces the gift 
of 13,000 acres of truck farming land 
in suburban New Jersey, valued at §$2,-

free to deserving immigrants who de- 
cide to become farmers. The donor is 
Montefiore G. Kahn, cousin of Otto 
H. Kahn, the New York banker. 

Mhe property is located near Daven- 
port, N. J., midway between New York 
city and Philadelphia. Certain parts 
of this land willtoffer opportunity also 
for the development of small brick 
yards and pottery plants. 

In a statement to the league's offi- 
cers, Mr. Kahn says: 

“My idea is to form a complete com- 
munity in Davenport, where immi- 
grants may ont only settle, but grow 
and spread out into all branches, in- 
dustrial, educational and agricultural.

He will be able, how- 
ever, to take as long leasehold as he 
pleases. And his profits will be en- 
tirely his own.”

HRES ON TROOPS 


Strikers Renew Fierce Fight 
in City Streets 


Large Crowds Rush Soldiers 
and Try to Wrench Bayo- 
nets From Guns—Street 
Cars Are Overturned and 
Windows Broken. 


Budapest, May” 24.—Fierce fighting 
has been renewed in the streets of 
Budapest today. between strikers and 
the police, who are aided by a large 
force of troops. 

A big mob of men disobeyed their 
leaders’ orders to return to work, and 
began again the wrecking tactics that 
marked yesterday’s conflicts. 

The general strike, precipitated by 
Count Tisza’s election to the speaker- 
ship of the house, was called of at 
midnight by socialist leaders. Chiefs 
of the movement, however, were un- 
able to control their men. Soon after 
midnight the strikers made a de- 
termined attempt to break into the 
residence of Count Tisza. The rioters 
fired a number of revolver shots, but 
were finally driven off by police. 

50,000 in Disturbance. 

Abeut 50,000 men, representing half 
of the factory hands of the city, took 
part in the _ disturbances, marching 


through the streets and attacking men 


at work. When they were refused per- 
mission to hold a meeting outside the 
parliament buildings they became vio- 
lent, destroying property. 

The amended list of casualties dur- 
ing yesterday's fighting shows that six 
were killed and 160 wounded, 100 of 
them seriously. The police made up- 
ward of 200,.arrests. 

The fighting was conducted with the 
greatest bitterness, crowds of men 
rushing at the soldiers and endeavor- 
ing to tear their bayonets from the 
muzzles of their rifles. 

Soon after rioting was renewed to- 
day, the infuriated men overturned a 
number of street cars, and then 
demolished some display windows on 
the principal streets. 

Factory Set on Fire. 

then made a fierce attack on 
the Calvary church, afterwards pro- 
ceeding to Neuschloss, where they set 
fire to a factory, feeding the flames 
with petroleum, 

Troops put in an appearance, and 
this was the.signal for several volleys 
of revolver shots and stones, to which 
the soldiers replied with volleys from 
their rifles. Rioters and troops suffer- 
ed heavily. 

At one factory a lively battle oc- 
curred between strikers and  non- 
strikers. Many were wounded. ~ 

Peace was restored this evening 
through intervention of the govern- 
ment in the labor dispute. 

Early in the afternoon flerce con- 
flicts occurred. An ambulance, in 
which three wounded men were being 
conveyed to a hospital, was attacked 
by rioters and broken up. The wound- 
ed men were rescued. 

A squadron of hussars dispersed a 
crowd of demonstrators on outer 
Waisner street. The rioters fled into 
a house, which they barricaded. The 
police had to storm the building, and 
only succeeded in dislodging’ the mob 
after a severe fight, during which 
eighteen were wounded.

Though the south has been fa- 
vored by the needed dry weather, the 
temperatures in some sections have 
been too low.

New York, May 24.—R. G. D 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade “tn 
row will say that the volume of busi- 
ness continues to expand, as is evi- 
denced by the statistics of bank clear- 
ings and railroad earnings. The sit- 


‘uation during the past week has been 


| 


improved by the much better weather 
which has served to increase the re- 
tail and, to some extent, the whole- 
Sale distribution of merchandise. 

There has been some lull in new 
demands for iron and steel, but a 
considerable tonnage is in prospect and 
price advances are made more easily. 
In many lines production is now on a 
heavier scale than last month, the 
larger plants operating to capacity, 
and orders booked will keep the milis 
busy for several months to come. Spec- 
ifications indicate that the bulk of 
material is going into consumption 
and a scarcity is developing in basic 
materials. Buying on the part of the 
railroads tends to make up for the 
reduced requirements in other diree- 
tions, car inquiries amounting to ful- 
ly 30,000 tons and additional contracts 
for over 35,000 tons of. rails being 
noted. There is only fair activity in 
wire products and the quotations of 
$1.60 for wire nails is shaded in some 
instances, but tin plate for third quar- 
ter delivery has advanced. Two more 
furnaces in the Pittsburg district have 
been blown in, yet stocks of pig iron 
are being reduced in spite of the in- 
creased output. 

Fine cotton goods are quiet at first 
hand, and the upward tendency in - 
staple cotton goods is not so marked. 
Advance fall business continues, in Bet- 
ter volume than a year ago, and, while 
export trade is not active, shipments 
continue large for the year to date, 
181,000 bales of domestics being sent 
out through the port of New York. as 
against 121,000 bales during the cor- 
responding period a year ago. Of 60,- 
000 pieces of print cloths sold at Fall 
River last week, about one-half were 
for spot delivery. Dress goods of a 
staple character are selling for fall 
delivery, and business continues mod- 
erately active at all textile centers, as 
contrasted with the dullness of last 
year at this time. The broad silk 
trade is generally quiet, but ribbons 
appear to be 'n growing demand. 

Worsted yarns aré in fair request, 
and cotton yarn spitmers appear more 
willing to name prices closer to buy- 
ers’ ideas on late fall deliveries. 

Trade in footwear is @ather quiet 
on the whole, but sales are increasing 
at a number of points, and leather con- 
tinues very firm.

Rudolph Hering, one of the most not- 
ed experts in the country, hag already 
given it as his opinion that the For- 
syth plant was not what the city need.

practicable, 

Will Employ Sanitary Expert. 

The board of health will seek to 
employ an expert who will be entirely 
unbiased and unprejudiced., and if he 
says the Forsyth plant will do what is 
Claimed for it the board of health will 
probably recommend it. If, on the 
Other hand, the board again recom- 
mends the plant préposead by the New 
York Destructor Company it will be

It will be re- 
membered that between boards, council 
and committees the purehase of a 
pump was held up for nearly two 
years by just such tactics ag are now 
being used in regard to the garbage 
plant. 

Has Been Under Way Two Years. 

The building of a garbage plant or 
crematory was first considered by the 
board of health and bond commission 
and since the matter 
was first taken up two mayors have 
served and four different councils have 
been in office. The board of health 
went into the matter carefully and 
thoroughly and then decided that the 
should have a modern high- 
temperature incineration plant, which 
would cost $276,000, or $441,000 if there 
was included a plant to generate suf- 
ficient electric current to operate the 
pumps at the river. Then, when this 
work was all through with the finance 
committee opened the doorg and al- 
lowed everybody who wanted to to 
submit any kind of a proposition for 
eny kind of a crematory. In other 
words, the finance committee under- 
took to do in two brief sessions of a 
few hours each, with an interim of ten 
days, what it had taken the board of 
health two years of hard work to 
accomplish. 

That was just exactly what happen- 
ed about the pump. Every time the 
water board recommended a pump the 
finance committee of council would go 
to investigating and reopen the whole 
question. 

“When and Where Will It End?” 

“Now,” ask members of the board, 
“suppose after the board has made a 
report on the Forsyth proposition and 
again recommended the bid of the 
destructor company, the finance com- 
mittee decides to open the doors again 
and let anybody who desires to do s0 
submit new propositions, where and 
when will the matter ever end?” 

The finance committee made a little 
headway by voting not to consider a 
reduction plant or small crematories 
located in different sections of the 
city. This action, however, may be 
rescinded and this is not at all im- 
probable, as council and its committees 
are noted for rescinding, reconsidering 
and doing the somersault act about 
many important measures—the smoke 
ordinance, for instance, 

Dr. Gilbert says, in speaking of the 
garbage plant situation: 

“The board of health will do the 
best it can under the circumstances. It 
owes a duty to the people of Atlanta 
whose health and lives it ig sworn to 
will continue to do our 
e can. In this garbage 
plant matter the board feels that it 
has done its best and all blame for 
postponing the building of a plant 
must rest where it belongs, with the 
finance committee of council. The 
members of that committee who voted 
to again hold up the matter said they 
were willing to shoulder the responsi- 
bility, and now they will have to 
go it.”

Take Eleven Dollars from 
Oscar D. Austin. 


A band of four daring negro girls, 
said to have been armed with pistols, 
held up Oscar D. Austin, a farmer from 
Winder, Ga., corner Gilmer and Butler 
streets, at 10 o’clock last night, and 
relieved him of $11 and a check book. 

The report sent to headquarters 
alarmed the detectives, and a search 
of all the disreputable dives in the 
negro section of the city followed. 
In a den in Courtland street Patrolmen 
Alwine and Barton arrested a negro 
girl who is Known to the police as 
Florine Thompson, and sent her to the 
station on suspicion. Austin  after- 
wards idéntified her as one of the girls 
who pushed a gun in his face and de- 
manded “Hands up!’ At midnight De- 
tectives Bullard, Doyal and Black 
rounded up Harry Sherred, Hayward 
Thompson, Gene Willis and Willie Bor- 
den, men companions of the women 
suspected of being implicated in the 
hold-up. 

The negro girl denied that she was 
in the crowd who held Austin up. The 
woman who called the police to arrest 
her said that the girl admitted to her 
that she had held up a white man.
